This Bureau was established In 1901 and Its 


conception is excellent. 
Us main function is to 


develop, construct and to havo custody ot 
the 


reference and working standards of measurement, 
quality, performance, and practice used in science, 
cnKinccrinir, industry and commerce. 
This is all 


to the good and very important. Anil to avoid any 
acrimonious arguments, I shall say rifjht here trial 
!nis is an important and useful organization and 
that I am in no manner slamming it. 


However, there is one little jigger in this busi- 


ness that can he used to destroy all our commer- 
cial practises, that can reduce our newspapers and 
magazines to government subsidized rags after the 
fashion of O.W.I, bulletins, that can kill off the 
radio, and that can, and without difficulty, reduce 
private enterprise to a non-competitive, govern- 
ment chartered distributive agency. It all has to 
do with trademarks and labelling. Let me quote: 


"It (the Bureau) aids 
federal 
agencies and 


business and workgroups in nliminalinc unneces- 
sary six.es and varieties of widely used manufac- 
tured products, and in the establishment of grade, 
quality, and other standards as a national basis for 
purchasing. (rating, marketing, and certification of 
manufactured commodities other than food and 
drugs." 


The leaders of the movement for the abolition 


or trademarks and the substitution of the Bureau 
of Standards grade labels, were Donald Mont- 
gomery, Robert Brady and Arthur Kallct. 
for 


some years, those men and others sought to elim- 
inate the trade-mark altogether. As that would 
also eliminate newspaper, magazine and radio ad- 
vcrlisinf;. it would force upon I be American people 
a governmen subsidized press, for a free press can 
only exist upon the revenues of objective, imper- 
sonal advertising. 


Donald Montgomery was appointed assistant to 


the Consumers Counsel of the A.A.A. in the De- 
partment of Agriculture in 1935 Iw Henry Wallace. 
In time, Wallace made him chief of that depart- 
ment. He set up the Consumers Emergency Coun- 
cil which was later called the Consumers National 
Federation. Arthur Kallet. director of Consumers 
Union, was also one of the organizers. 


The Consumers National Federation held meet- 


ings at the Hotel Pennsylvania on March 6 and 7, 
1937. at which Henry A. Wallace and Arthur Kal- 
let were the featured speakers. Robert Brady who 
was removed from O.P.A. after accusations of Com- 
munist activities, was on the Advisory Council of 
the Consumers National Federation. 
Brady and 


Kallet were associated with each other in Con- 
sumers Union and all of them, 
including Mont- 


gomery, attacked at various times the 
National 


Bureau of Standards as inadequately serving the 
consumer because it refused to accept their par- 
ticular notions concerning the abolition of trade- 
marks and the employment of government grade 
labels—a process which, if 
it 
accomplished 
no 


other evil, would destroy a free press and a free 
radio in the United Slates. 


On September 6, 1939, Earl Browder, head of 


American Communism, appeared before the Dies 
Committee to testify. He was asked by Congress- 
man J. Parnell Thomas to identify various Com- 
munist transmission belts. 
He clearly stated in 


his testimony that the Consumers National Fed- 
eration was such a transmission belt, and he de- 
fined the transmission belt as a technical term for 
Hie tactics whereby the Communists establish their 
relations with the masses of people. The inaugural 
meceting then of this transmission belt was ad- 
dressed by Henry Wallace who as secretary of 
commerce, would be in charge 
of the 
National

DECAY OF TEETH 


South Of The Border- 


A recent cartoon showing two middle-aged wom- 


en in conversation had the following wording, "Yes, 
my daughter is marrying a doctor and you know 
it is hard to get a doctor these days." It is a fact 
that there docs not seem to be enough physicians 
to look after the armed forces and the civilians also. 


That the shortage of dentists is just as acute as 


the shortage of physicians is pointed out by Herman 
Becks, Arthur L. Jensen, and Compton B. iMillarr in 
the Journal of the American Dental Association. 
And, because there is this shortage of dentists, mak- 
ing it impossible for the armed lorces nnd civilians 
to get adequate treatment, these dentists state that 
it is urgently necessary 10 explore the possibilities 
of preventing decay of teeth. 


As the acidophilus organism is known to be 


present in large numbers where there is decay of 
teeth these research workers, under the Hooper 
foundation for Medical Research. University of 
California, studied ISO individuals suffering with 
rampant' caries (decay) under observation over a 
period of five years. They found that nearly SS per 
cent had more than the average number of acido- 
philus organisms. 


The research also showed that in about 82 per 
it of 1.228 rampant caries cases, the reduction 
cent 
in the number of acidonhitus organisins'in liieVnouth 
by cutting down on refined carbohydrate foods "re- 
sulted in a drastic decrease in the amount of den- 
tal decay present." 


Another observation was the mistake the den- 


tal profession was making in simply filling cavities 
instead of invrstijMiing the cause of decay and re- 
moving U:c cause wherever jws^iblc.

It can draw on paternal 


feeling for those veterans of this 
war who want to wear the same 
lapel buttons their dads do. 


There's no doubt cither that

The American Vet- 
erans of World Warll (AMVETS) 
is already a going and growing 
concern, 


As Mrs. Roosevelt pointed out,

Dtptwlt OB Moscow and Tokyo and Not the Alliu 


Washington, Feb. 27— Whether 


Russia intends to enter the war 
against Japan is a matter whid 
depends wholly on Moscow and 
Tokyo— and not on the Allies. 


When the military staffs met 


recently at* Yalta, in Jlussia, ev- 
ery precaution was taken by the 
Russians to avoid becoming in- 
volved in the military discussions 
that relate to "global warfare," 
which, of course, includes the. Far 
Eastern theatre. 


Thus the combined chiefs ol 


staff, which is an Anglo-American 
organization of military chiefs, 
met at Malta in the Mediterranean 
and not at Yalta. Such military 
conferences, as were held at Yalta 
constituted an entirely different 
set-up which might, for lack of a 
better nnme, be called the tri- 
Mrtite military conference. The 
Sritish conferred separately with 
the Russians and the Americans 
conferred separately with the Rus- 
sians. 
Each group had separate 


problems to take up with the Rus- 
sians in relation to the war in 
Europe, 
where coordination of 


military strength has now reached 
iome of the final stages needed 
to knock out the Nazis Armies. 


So far as Russian entry into 


:he Pacific war is concerned, there 
lave been discussions in the press 
which point to April 25, 1945, as 
a significant date. By that date— 
which is the same day the San 
Trancisco conference of the United 
Vations opens — Japan or Russia 
must decide whether the present 
neutrality pact will be extended. 


The Japanese are pressing for 


another five-year extension. The 
Russians, under the terms of the 
reaty must give notice by Anril 
25, 1945, whether the treaty is" to 
w canceled.

tion to abrogate the treaty in 1946 
or would do nothing about it.
